One preferred acrylic material 
comprises a homopolymer or copolymer of methyl methacrylate comprising 80 - 100% of 
methyl methacrylate residues and 0 - 20% of an alkyl acrylate or methacrylate selected from 
those materials listed above.— *

-The finely divided oxide compound preferably has an average particle size between 
1 and 50 nm, more preferably between 5 and 35 nm. It is present at 0.2 - 5% in the 
composition, more preferably at 0.5 to 3% by weight. A preferred oxide compound is 
colloidal silica. The oxide compound is preferably added to the acrylic monomer or 
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
